Heart Disease 


The community was shocked Mon ¬ 
day 
morning 
when 
it was learned 
that Maury Grider manager of the 
Solomon Wickersham 
Co 
had died 
suddenly 
at his 
home 
corner 
of 
Twelfth and M streets 
Mr 
Grider 
returned 
from 
the 
warehouse 
about 700 oclock and 
not feeling 
well 
prepared 
to lie 
down 
Just before retiring 
he was 
called to the window in his room by 
Mr 
Svyanger 
who informed him 
that his cattle had 
broken into his 
place 
Promising 
to attend to the 
matter at once 
he laid down on the 
bed 
His sister 
Miss Norma 
going to 
the room a few minutes later found 
him dying 
Dr 
McWhirt was sum ¬ 
moned 
but by the 
time he arrived 
Mr Grider was dead 
Mr 
Grider 
suffered 
a paralytic 
stroke several years ago 
and he has 
suffered with heart trouble for years

was undoubtedly due to

The property of the Standard Oil 
Company occupies one half block on 
Twelfth streetbeginning at N street 
A large warehouse covered with 
corrugated iron 
occupies the north- 
eastern

the block

building is 30 by 60 feet 
with large 
covered 
platform 
Kerosene 
and 
gasolene 
will 
be cased in the ware- 
house

The solder furnace is located 
on the east side of 
the warehouse 
The oil 
and 
distillate 
is piped into 
the warehouse

engine house 
which is a corrugated 
iron building

10000 gallons 
can be pumped into the tanks in one

are placed on cement piers 
located 
west of the engine house 
The loading rack is situated about 
50 
feet from 
the tanks near the 
center of the yard and between the 
warehouse 
and 
stables

The 
tank wagons load 
from the rack 
A large wagon shed 
under which 
four wagons can be placed

the space next to the stables which
